TRUMAN ON THE SPOT_, 
ThiB Is a tlniB of decision for President 
Truman. With new revelations of scandal 
breaking forth almost dally, h« has reaHzed 
for some time that he can no longer shrug 
off reports of corruption and influence- 
peddling OS "asinine." The only queation now 
Is whether the President Intends to attack 
these evils full force or half-heartedly. 

The signs so far add up td the half- 
hearted approach. To be sure, ho has directed 
mme sweeping ousters In the acandal-rldden 
Internal revenue bureau. But there la nothing 
to suggest that the measures adopted ore 
complete or exhaustive. 

There Is still too much talk from Mr. Tru- 
man and other key administration officials 
of the "few rotten apples" In the barrel. They 
may In fact be right; corruption may not 
• prove nearly so widespread as current dis- 
closures hint. But the point Is the President 
and his lieutenants are guessing. They do not 
know the state of their own household. 

Mr. Truman's mood Is no longer complac- 
ent, nor does he mock his critics. But his ap- 
parent course of action does not yet fit the 
gravity of the situation. He stUl seems much 
too willing to give himself and hlA administra- 
tion the benefit of the doubt. 

But the country wants the doubts resolved 
clearly and unmistakably. It Is not satisfied 
to have learned the facta about T. Lamar 
Caudle, former assistant attorney igeneral, 
consorter with Influence peddlers, intimate 
of gamblers, dispenser of government favors 
and recipient of same from men In peril from 
federal authority. The nation wants to know 
how many more Caudles there may be In other 
crannies of government. 

It wants to know how a Caudle could be 
tolerated by officials who claim to be intel- 
ligent, moral men. Caudle concedes he knew 
little of tax matters when placed in charge of 
them by Mr. Justice Clark, then attorney 
general. This Ignoronce evidently was no 
handicap, In Clark's Judgment. Nor have 
Caudle's Questionable qualifications and his 
strange Intra-mural doings caused Attorney- 
General McGrath ony particular anguish. 

And what of Peyton Ford, Caudle's Im- 
mediate superior In the Justice department? 
He was so doubtful of Caudle's behavior In 
one tax case that he directed the prosecuting 
department lawyer to cease Informing Caudle 
of his future plans in the litigation. The 
Information was leaking back to the de- 
fendant regularly. Yet Ford thereafter re- 
mained silent and allowed Caudle to go his 
way; unimpeded. 

Hoiie of this suggests a vigilant adminstra- 
tlon, but rather one all too tolerant of lapses 
from moral grace. Surely Mr. Truman must 
soon appreciate that he cannot restore con- 
fidence In the Integrity of his regime by milk- 
toast reassurances of his intent to toss out the 
"few rotten apples." 

President CooUdgo enabled the Republican 
party of the mld-1920's to surmount the Tea- 
pot Dome scandals beoause he vigorously 
plunged into the task of cleaning house. He 
named a strong non-partisan commission to 
go over the administration from top to bot- 
■ torn. 

Mr. Truman may find himself grossly In 
crros If he believes he can. get by with lesser 
measures. If he fails to order the thorough 
airing the situation demands, the American 
Toters may direct it themselves— on Nov. 4, 
1953. 



OPEN-HEARTED ACTORS 
Stars of the entertainment world have 
traditionally given generously of their time 
and toll to bring cheer to American fighting 
men on .many fronts. But thatjs no reason 
why we should take their eriorts^oiujTanted. 
. This year some 65 Broadway and Hollywood 
show folk have volunteered to forego their 
own Christmas hoUd&y time with their lam\- 
lles to venture abroad and entertain the 
thousands 6f U. S. servicemen who won't be 
home lor Christmas. 

Under the auspices of TJSO-Camp shows, 
they will visit some 15 different foreign 
places and all the most Isolated military bases 
within the U. S. as well. Many wlU be giving 
up their busiest and most remunerative time 
of the year at home. 

These open-hearted people deserve the 
country's warmest gratitude. We like to think 
that their spirit of sacrifice Is characteristic- 
ally American. 



SANTA CLAUS 'TXANDCUFFED". 

According to the latest government regu- 
lations, before Santa can visit any govern- 
ment employe this Christmas he has to have 
clearances from two Inter-departmcntal 
committees. In triplicate, countersigned by 
four cabinet members, and stamped by the 
chaplain of the senate. 

That's how bad things have gotten In the 
fovemmcnt as a result of all the Influence 
scandals. The bureaucrats who write the 
regulations for the other bureaucrats are. 
thin-skinned about such things. 

The Christmas prtiscnt ban Is the culmina- 
tion of the effect ol the growing number of 
government scandals. The new rules say 
flatly that no procurement officer can accept 
any kind of favor or gift whatsoever from a 
representative of a contracting firm.

At Unit there was a dlapoalUon to regard 
the olleEatlon as a "piped ream." An yet, there has been 
presented no reason for 7eltelbaum to make such aa 
Indictment under oath. 

•nXERB"— Several developments lie behind the 
new, wait-and-see attitude. AlthoUBh all five federal 
olllctals deny the ch&rse. louc oC them "Kcre on friendly 
terms with. Frank Nathan, one of the alleged "Ilxers" 
BSlTauthor of the tale, accordlns to Tcltelbaum. 

Two had friendly relations with Henry Orunewald. 
a mysterious actor In the drama, who has been placed 
under suspicion a.i a Nathan associate by Theron 
Lamar Caudle, ousted assutant attorney senernl. 

Now tt develops that the lawyer sussested to Teltel- 
baum as an Intermedlaty to "tlx" his tax troubles Is a 
man who once helped to manage one of Truman's 
senate campalBns. Thla same lawyer, who has many 
friends around the White House, also helped to re- 
lease four Capone sangsCers from federal prison after 
they had served minimum time of a 10-year sentence 
for extortlnff a million dollars from motion picture 
moguls. 

Oddly, Teltclbaum himself BOt Al Capone out of 
Uncle Som'a hoosegow before tlie expiration of his 
full term. 

FATTERN— Another factor behind the new Interest 
In Teltelbaum's testimony Is that It follows the pattern 
ol several famous congressional Investigations — name- 
ly, the Teapot Dome and Harry Daugherty scandals of 
Harding days. In those affairs federal corruption would 
hava been hushed up If It had not been for accidental 
breaks that also were branded as "fantasies." 

Uke the unbidden Bonquo at the feast, when con- 
gresa starts to exhume hidden skeletons In the grave- 
yard of politic* and Bovcmment. many people hitherto 
airald to open their Hps come forward and spill 
arerythlng. 

Even though the Teltclbaum story that Nathan and 
Bert Naster. an ex-convlct, were promoting » "tax 
shakedown" In cahoota with federal men, may not be 
iUbatantlated In detail, It b understood, that the grand 
Jury and congressional Inquiries will uncover new and 
itutUng evidence. 

BING— The King eubcommlttce is engaged now In 
putting together the various plecca of the Teltclbaum 
puzzle. As they review the evidence In an effort fo 
tee the. overall picture, here Is what they would have 
to report today: 

The five officials listed by the Chicago lawyer as 
members of the "tax shakedown ring," on the basis of 
Nathan's alleged talks with him. are: 

Caudle, who was then assistant attorney seneral 
In chanie of the tax division. Although he has been 
exonerated of wrongdoing by McOroth, he was fired 
by TTuman for "outside activities." Others are Charles 
Ollphant,who was then general counsel of the Internal 
revenue bureau; Jess Larson, who headed the war 
assets administration, which handled sales of surplus 
military property; John Nunan and Ocorgc J. Scho-' 
encmon, former commissioners of Intenial revenue. 

ASSOCIATIONS— Now. here are the acknowledged 
associations of four of the five with liathan, the al- 
leged outside agent and promoter of the "tax shake- 
down," and with Orunewald, a well-known Influence 
peddler and shadowy character at the capital; 

Caudle was a social and business friend. He once 
borrowed money to go Into an oil wUdcatttng partner- 
ship with Nathan, and the latter showed their partner- 
ship contraef to people as evidence ot their intimacy. 
Mr. Larson was a partner In this gamble for' a while. 

Although Caudle became "enraged" when he heard 
of the "shakedown" story, and rebuked Nathan by 
long-distance telephone, he never reported U to Mc< 
Orath. 

Mr. Larson described Nathan as a "pest." and says 
he placed him on a war assets blacklist. But Lanon 
Nathan 00 or SO times after the blacklisting. 
Larson stayed In a New York hotel room paid for by 
Nathan. The latter was able to obtain surplus property 
that netted him large fees. 

ALOOF— OUphant recently resigned with an IndlB- 
nant denunciation of the "lies" told about him, saying 
hla 111.800 salary was nol worth the suffering. Hut his 
financial statement showed that he owed 11.300 to 
Orunewald. Caudle has osiodated Orunewald ' with 
Nathan In the "tax fix." although without suppll'lng 
courtroom evidence. However. Caudle refused to meet 
Ollphant's creditor because of Orunewald's "general 
reputation." 

Former Commissioner Bchbeneman ond his wife 
spent several days at Orunewald's (7S,000 Miami vUla.

Mr. McOrath and 
Treasury Secretory Snyder that they never heard of 
these backstairs goings-on, or never bothered to In- 
vestigate the rash of rumors. However, as the lawyers 
note sarcastically, a grand Jury cannot indict on " 
basis of laxity and Incompetency.

BLIND CENSORSHIP 
Reports from abniad indicate that the Emptlon goV' 
emment Is practicing a form of censomhlp frcQuently 
found In totalitarian countries. 

According to these reports, when a foreign cor- 
respondent In Cairo submits a story to Uie censor it 
may tie cut or altered ot the censor's will and then' 
dispatched abroad without the writer's even being 
aware ot the changes. Dy controst, we note that the 
British Impose no censorship on news sent from mill- 
tary InsUlIatlons In the Suet canal zone. 

Much ot the world feels sympathy wiih Egypt's na- 
tionalist aspirations, but Is concerned thnt they sholl 
take a respoailble form, showing due consideration 
for the IcgiUmate rights ot others, if thc.ic reports of 
"blind cen.wr»hlp" are true, then the prnciice Is Rravely 
prejui\lclng Eitypt's cue before world opinion. In other 
words. It will have exactly the opposite elfect from 
what the Eityptian authorities hope for. 

We do not believe the Egyptians could be so foolish 
as deliberately to army free-world opinion against 
thcra by BO blind a policy.— Christian Science Monitor.

Idaho Grid Coach Makes Strong 
Bid Against De-Emphasis Plans 

A Btrong bid against any attempts for tho dc-cmphasis of football was made hero Mon- 
day night by Babe Curfman, head football coach at the University of Idaho. Curfman 
spoke at a Bruin Booatera club banquet honoring Twin Falls high school athletes. Curf- 
man labeled attempts to cut football programs as one of tho "greatest mistakes" college 
loaders in the nation could ' 



make. He pointed to colleg- 
iate athletes and footbiill es- 
pecially as being oa "cisentlar In 
the cducotlon of American youth as 
any other colleRo program, academic 
or' extra-curricular. 

Curfman atlmltted tlie Facltic 
coast conference has taken steps to 
curtail footbnlt activity. 'Thot 
doesn't mcnn I agrco with tlicm." he 
added. Idaho Is a member of the 
Coast conference. 

The Idaho condi preJlcled that 
there will alwoys bo bowl gomes, 
however with a reduced number 
under strict control of .the NCAA. 

"Schools ore not going to throw 
over anything as bcncflclnl In so 
many woya as bou'l games." Curf- 
man said. "It's a business proposl- 
Uon." 

In detenitlng football, he de.icrlb- 
ed Its the only orlRlnal American 
aport. starting In 1800. He aald It 
hna a dellnltc place In the society 
of the nation. He cited the publicity 
and lamo football can bring any 
college and the millions el people 
and students who gain wholesome 
recreation frotn contests. 

"Football is no rougher or dirtier 
than U was When our fathers played 
It. If anything, the game Is a lot 
cleaner and certainly more con- 
trolled." He scoffed at attempts to 
tcnr down the football structure by 
cnlUng It a "dirty sport." 

Curfman oLio defended athletic 
Jobs for football players. The Coast 
conference allows an athlete to 
make fIS a month from an athletic 
Job. 

"A football player deserves mon- 
etary value for time and work he 
puts out for football. Of course thi! 
has to be handled under strict reg' 
ulatlons and ^o abuses should bo 
allowed. They are not allowed ar 
Idaho. No player, while I am i 
coach, will be a bonus man. 1 be- 
lieve In facing facts on this sub' 
Jccl." Curfman said. 

He emphaslncd that football is t 
definite form of education. Curfman 
said he maintains high academic 
qualifications for athletes In achool. 
"My boys keep up their sludlci— I 
sec to that or they won"t play." 

Curfman encouroged Idaho boys 
to stay In the state for their educa- 
tion. Be outlined the educational 
beneflts'avallable In Idaho schools. 

The Idaho coach told the group hi 
believes the Vandals face a gooc 
football season next year. Idaho lost 
five men off a squad of S3 boys. 

Earlier In the day Curfman ad' 
dressed a meeting of the Vandal 
Boosters club at which Chairman 
Ben Mottem kicked off " 
drive as Twin Falls' part In moln- 
toinlng Idaho's athletic program. A 
t30,000 goal has been set for boost- 
ers In the state.
